Assemblyman Carl A. Britschgi 


(R-Redwood City) abandoned his 
efforts 
Monday to obtain new 


hiking and trail land through emi- 
nent domain legislation. 


Legislation submitted by Brit- 


schgi would have given the state 
division of beaches and parks au 
thority to condemn strips of prop- 
erty needed to link existing trail 
sections. 
The legislation would 


have applied principally to North- 
ern California. 
'v 


Britischgi said he did not want 


to "shove eminent domain down 
anybody's throat" and was aware 
that some cattlemen, lumbermen, 
and senators opposed ths grant- 
ing of authority for blanket con- 
demnation. 


The senate governmental effi- 


ciency committee agreed to send 
.he bill to the rules committee 
'or a joint senate assembly effort 
,o narrow down the legislation 
between sessions. New legislation 
would apply only to those parcels 
of land specifically needed to link 
trail sections now in existence. 


The legislation was aimed at 


persons who have flatly refused to 
negotiate on land needed by the 
state to link sections of a trail 
system spanning the state. The 
-945 act setting up the trail net- 
vork envisioned a 3,000 mile trail; 
o date there are 1,000 miles of 
rail, of which 700 miles are in 
Los Angeles county alone.

dorsed the federal stand on sep- 
aration of church and state and 
this decision came as no surprise 
he noted. 


"I devoutly wish we could have 


religious exercises in p u b l i c 
schools," Rev. Peters said, "but 
since we have a pluralistic so- 
ciety this just isn't consistent. 
The main job of Christian edu 
cation must be done in the church 
and home, where it is perfect- 
ly right and proper." 


There hasn't been any reaction 


yet from the Council of Churches 
of San-Mateo county and execu- 
tive director Sterling L. Redman 
doesn't know whether or not to 
expect any. 


Redman said, 
however, that 


the council's national organiza- 
tion has taken it calmly and that 
the timing has helped deaden any 
shock. Summer camps, vacations, 
etc. have taken many of the coun- 
cil's pastors from their posts and 
they've had no chance to be 
heard from yet. 


'Conciliation' 


The Roman Catholic Archdio- 


cese in San Francisco also took 
the news with a conciliatory air, 
a 
statement yesterday " saying 


that "although the interpretation 
further removes the influence of 
religion and a belief in God from 
the 
country's 
most 
extensive 


teaching instrument, our public 
school system, we are a nation 
of laws and we must abide by 
the court's current thinking on 
the subject." 


The statement also said that 


we should "resolve to work hard- 
er at letting pur children know 
of God and religion in our homes, 
our churches and in the educa- 
tional programs which supple- 
ment the public schools." 


Jewish leaders had supported 


the court decisions along this line 
and in general have been pleased 
with this one.

A bill to permit the superior 


court in San Mateo county to ap- 
point a permanent counselor of 
conciliation in divorce cases, au- 
thored by Sen. Richard J. Dolwig, 
was signed into law yesterday by 


Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown. 


Co-authors on the measure, SB 


785, 
are Assemblyman Carl Brit- 


schgi (R-Redwood City) and Leo 
J. Ryan (D-South San Francisco). 


Undertaken at the request of 


the San Mateo county board of 
supervisors and presiding Supe- 
rior Court Judge Wayne Milling- 


ton, 
the bill amends section 1744 


of the civil code to permit the 
court to appoint a counselor of 
conciliation and one secretary to 
assist the conciliation court in 
carrying out its functions. 


Senator Dolwig said the office 


of conciliator has been in exist- 
ance on an "experimental" basis 
under the probation department 
for about a year. The board of 
supervisors created the position 
to determine the true value of 
such an office in relieving the

Insector George Asdrubale of the San Francisco 


Police department became a television personality last 
Sunday night, whether he knows it or not. 


A month or so ago, NBC News sent a camera crew 


to San Francisco to film a day in the life of a detective 
in the Golden Gate city. 


It turned out to be real drama, despite the fact 


that there wasn't any writer involved or any fiction to 
the affair. "San Francisco Detective," seen on the 
"Dupont Show of the Month," was top television. 


The NBC cameras went to the scene of a mur- 


der in the North Beach. An 18-year-old girl, with 
wrong companions and a lot of wrong ideas, wound 
up dead in a dingy boarding house, despite the fact 
she came from a nice part of town. 


The cameras followed the detective to the crime 


lab, the coroner's office and interviews with sus- 
pects. After that job he interviewed a couple of 
knifing suspects, one of which confessed while 
another real clammed up. 


The cameras followed the officer as he tried to 


serve a subpeona on an elusive waitress. By sheef ac- 
cident he managed to find the girl in another establish- 
ment. 


The camera work, done with a new small camera 


to pick up the sound and picture, was excellent. 


* * * 
AT TIMES IT WAS hard to believe that the whole 


thing wasn't staged in Hollywood. Here was an exam- 
ple of truth being more dramatic than drama itself. 


Walter Mattfiau, long associated with police work, 


via fiction, did the narration and unlike other similar 
shows, the writing was not overdone. A triumph in 
imagination was this one-hour of special events tele- 
vision. 


* * * 
AS THE PRESSURES INCREASE from the FCC 


and other sources, the TV industry is learning that 
"public service" pays off. This show five years ago 
would have been considered "public service" program- 
ming and might not have found a sponsor. Today, 
aware that the FCC puts its blessing on such material, 
the networks are putting a great deal more into produc- 
tion and film work. As a result, the networks are find- 
ing, much to everybody's joy, that "public service" 
can be lucrative and very good viewing. 


* * * 
IN "SAN FRANCISCO DETECTIVE, "NBC News, 


the producers, were able to incorporate "public serv- 
ice" and "high drama" so that the viewer felt that he 
had seen something worthwhile, which he had. This is 
the third in a series, the first being the work of the fire 
department rescue squad in New York, and another 
devoted to New York police work. This one came off 
best, in our book. 


* * * 
IF ONE MUST be written out of a script, it couldn't 


be done in any better a manner than the way it's hap- 
pening to Parnell Roberts. Quite frequently in elim- 
inating a character, writers will kill them off. Not for 
Roberts. He's going to get married and take off for the 
big city. 


This occurs on "Bonanza" next fall, after about 


six episodes in which the public will follow his romance 
with a yet unnamed actress. 


Truth of the matter is that Roberts has been fight- 


ing with the other members of the cast. He'll be re- 
placed in the cast by a long lost brother of his TV 
father, played by Lome Green.
